Under 37 CFR 1.114 

Applicant respectfully requests the Office accept the Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) for the above-mentioned application in order to consider a not previously considered 
reference. In Notice of Allowance paragraph 2, Examiner stated that the information disclosure 
statement filed September 5, 2008 did not include a concise explanation of the relevance of a 
non-English language reference. 

The information disclosure statement filed September 5, 2008 included French language 
EP patent EP1067372 filed July 4, 2000. The currently submitted reference, U.S. Patent # 
6,426,539 to Vilain, et al, derives from the same priority document as the French language 
patent, EP 1067372. That priority document is French patent FR99 08862 filed July 8, 1999. No 
translations are readily available; these references are believed to be cumulative prior art over 
other cited references. 

Furthermore, the April 24, 2008 Supplementary European Search Report completed 
March 31, 2008 categorized the French language EP patent EP1067372 as an "A", relevant for 
technological background only, not in the "particularly relevant" X or Y category. The related 
U.S. patent 6,426,539 covers basic microbolometer technology, claiming only dual, spaced, 
insulated electrodes. The US patent has eight claims; the related EP patent EP 1067372 has 
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eleven claims. The three additional French claims appear to be for a method of fabricating the 
device of claim 1 . The figures appear to be identical. As stated, these references are believed to 
be cumulative prior art over other cited references.
